HIS CAREER IN BRIEF.

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] William Collins Whitney 
was born at- Conway, Mass., July 5, 


1841. His parents were James Scollay 
Whitney and Laurinda Collins. He 
was d ded from John Whitney, 


who came from London, England, in 
1635, and settled at Watertown, Mass. 
His mother was descended from Wil- 
liam Bradford of Plymouth Colony. 
Both branches of the family have 
given distinguished soldiers and law- 
yers to the country. 


from Yale and two years later from 
Dana Law School of Harvard. He 
came to New York, practiced his pro- 
fession with great shrewdness, “entered 
Democratic politics and became party 
leader in 1872. He was the candidate of 
the Apollo Hall Democrats for District 
Attorney and was defeated. He be- 
came corporation counsel of New 
York, his first political office, in 1875. 
He had frequently been active in Tam- 
many politics and at times had op- 
In 1885 he 
became Secretary of the Navy under 
| President Cleveland, and while in that 
position successfully carried out plans 
for a great navy originated by William 
E. Chandler. 

All this time W. C. Whitney was 
building up his immense fortune. He 
became interested in the street rail- 
way development of New York, se- 
cured extensive franchises and event- 
ually produced the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company, now com- 
bined with the Interurban Company. 
He was actively interested, also, in 
insurance companies and in the Con- 
solidated Gas Company. He was di- 
rector in several industrial and finan- 
cial concerns. - : 

He was twice married. His first 
wife was Flora Payne, daughter of 
United States Senator Henry B. 
Payne of Ohio. They had four chil- 
dren, Pauline, married to Almeric 
Hugh Paget of England; Harry Payne, 
married to Gertrude Vanderbiit; 
Payne, married to Helen Hay, daugh- 
ter of the present Secretary of State, 
and Dorothy Payne Whitney. Mrs. 
Whitney died in 1893. In 1896 Mr. 
Whitney married Edith S. Randolph, 
widow of Capt. Arthur Randolph of 
England, and daughter of Dr. Wililam 
May of Baltimore. She was injured 
within a year, while riding horseback, 
her, head. coming in contact. with a 
low bridge, and death resulted. .

ACY AGAINST GAS MEN. 


Statistics of Death in New York 
Make Out Case Against Companies 
Supplying Illumination to Metrop- 
olis, it is Alleged. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—Mayor Mc- 
Clellan, Health Commissioner Dar'ing- 
ton and Commissioner of Water Sup- 
ply. Gas and Electricity Oak'ey are 
named as parties in a petiilua filed to- 
Gay,in the State Supreme Couri aimed 
at the gas companies furnishing illu- 
mination in this city. 

Robert G. Langdon, th? petitioner, 
asks the court to issue a mandniory 
injunction ordering the city ojicials 
named to investigate the condit‘ous 
attending the manufacture and distri- 
bution of filuminating gas <«f every 
company in the city of New York: to 
inspect the gas of every company; to 
test the same both as to cauile power 
and purity; to collect the fines a-cru- 
ing. to the city from such companies 
for violations of laws; to issue an or- 
der which shall require every company 
to desist from supplying gas of illu- 
minating power of less than twenty 
candle power and not complying wth 
a@ reasonable standard of purity as 
fixed

The petitioner alleges that he has 
been overcharged by one of the com- 
panies, and numerous deaths recently 
from asphyxiation are cited. 
A report was made to the governor 
only a few days ago by the State Me- 
ter Inspector, declaring that out of 
nearly 73,000 meters here one out of 
every five was defective in favor of the 


company. 
Examination of the Manhattan rec- 
ord of the Coroner’s office showed that 
in November 25 persons asphyxi- 
ated by gas, In December, 23, and in 
January 38, making a total of 86 for 
the three months. Coroner Scholer as- 
serts that the figures are almost as 
high in the other boroughs of Greater 
New York. 
The Coroner declares that his exp-- 
rience in hospital work showed that 
persons lying all night in a room partly 
filled With gas frequently recovered. 
but that now the victims almost in- 
variably die after breathing the fumes 
an hour. As a rule, the cases investi- 
gated by the Coroner showed that the 
victims had gone to sleep with a light 
burning low; that the pressure let up. 
extinguishing the flame, and then was 
renewed, causing the suffocation of the 
sleeper. The Coroner is now preparing 
a report on the subject, which he wil! 
hand to the Mayor.

POSTOFFICE TRIALS. 
GROFF’S TESTIMONY CONTINUES. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—In_ the 
postofiice trials today, Samuel A. Groff 
continued his testimony, begun yes- 
terday, regarding the transactions of 
the Groff Brothers with August W. 
Machen and George E. Lorenz, in 
connection with the sale of letter box 
fasteners to the government. At the 
outset. counse! for the defense  at- 
tacked the integrity of the declara- 
tion prepared by the postoffice inspec- 
tors and signed by the witness before 
his arrest, and which was referred to 
yesterday, alleging that three cras- 
vres appeared in it, each made with 
different ink. The witness insisted 
that he had in his house at the time 
only one bottle of ink. Counsel for 
ithe government objected to a ques- 
tion put by Mr. Douglass as to whetb-. 
er or not Inspector Fosnes, who sign- 
ed the declaration, had not been re- 
warded by being promoted to Ma- 
chen’s place. 

Mr. Douglass contended that 
wished to show bias on the part of 
the inspector in preparing the docu- 
ment. The court, however, ruled that 
the evidence was not competent, un- 
les Fosnes was on the stand.

THE CONGRESS. 


REGULAR SESSION. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—SENATE.— 
The Senate today witnessed the un- 
usual spectacle of a religious service 
conducted by a Protestant minister and 
a Jewish rabbi. The daily prayer was 
delivered by Rabbi David Phillipson, a 
professor in the Hebrew College at 
Cincinnati, who spoke of this country 
as “the Promised Land, the new 
Canaan, the exemplar of justice, the 
protector of the weak, the foe of un- 
righteousness, the sanctuary of liberty, 
the haven of peace,” 

The service was concluded with the 
Lord's Prayer by Chaplain Hale. 

The business proceedings of the day 
were begun by adopting a resolution 
introduced by Mr. Hoar, permitting the 
committee appointed to investigate the 
charges against Senator Dietrich to 
employ a clerk, to send for witnesses 
and to take other steps necessary to 
carry out the orders of the Senate. 

The Bacon resolution, looking to the 
arbitration of the claims of Colombia 
against the United States on account 
of the Panama revolt, was laid before 
the Senate. Mr. Fairbanks was recog- 
nized to speak. His remarks were de- 
voted largely to a discussion of the 
question of whether the United States 
complicity with the Panama 
revolt of last November. He spoke of 
the importance of showing this charge 
to be without foundation, saying: 
“While we greatly desire an inter- 
oceanic canal, we are far more anxi- 
ous that it shall be constructed with- 
out any taint whatever of national dis- 
credit.” 

He conceded, howevér; that the rec- 
ord made by the government must sup- 
ply conclusive proof on one side or the 
other of the controversy. 

“By it, and by it alone,” he said, “the 
administration must be judged,” ad- 
ding that for himself he would accept 
“the record as it has been made by the 
Executive Department and submitted 
to the Congress, unless it is impeached 
by something more conclusive than 
Vague suspicion, unsupported asser- 
tions ahd wild conjecture. We must 
proceed upon the assummtion that the 
Executive Department, within its con- 
stitutional prerogatives, is actuated by 
proper motives, and that it is as re- 
gardful of the good name of the coun- 
try as either the Legislative or the Ju- 
dicial Department. 

“Who shall determine what steps 
should be taken to make sure peace 
and protect our people from harm upon 
the line of transit across the isthmus? 
A determined revolution was at hand 
under circumstances as similar as any 
that had preceded it. Bloodshed was 
apparently imminent, and interruption 
to the highway across the isthmus was 
among the reasonable probabilities. 
Manifestly the duty devolved upon the 
Chief Executive to take such steps as 
in his jutigment were necessary to 
preserve the lives of Americans and to 
maintain unbroken peace. . . We 
are not left in uncertainty as to what 
was done by the United States in con- 
nection with the Panama revolt, for 
Secretary Hay says emphatically in his 
note to Gen. Reyes... January 1, 1904: 
‘Any charge thai tais government, or 
any responsible member of {t, held in- 
tercourse, whether officially or unoffici- 
ally with agents of the revolution in 
Colombia, is utterly without justifica- 
tion. Equally so is the insinuation that 
any action of this government, prior 
to the revolution in Panama, was the 
result of complicity with the plans of 
the revolutionists. The department 
sees fit to make these denials, and it 
makes them final.’ 

“This is a complete refutation of the 
charge that this guveornment had any 
complicity in the revolutionary move- 
ment. The American people will accept 
the emphatic denial of the Secretary-of 
State, without question or doubt.” 

Mr. Fairbanks made the following 
summary of conclusions as established 
by the record in the case of Panama: 

The revolution by the people of Pan- 
ama Was due to a long series of wongs 
inflicted upon them by the government 
at Bogota, and more particularly to 
the rejection of the Hay-Herran treaty.

In 
recognizing the independence of the 
new republic the President acted solely 
within his constitutional rights and in 
harmony with established precedent. 

The independence of the republic of 
Panama was recognized by France and 
many other powers soon after recogni- 
tion by the United States. 

Within eight days after the first 
recognition of the new republic she 
signed a treaty with the United States 
through her accredited Minister to 
| Washington, granting to the United 
States the requisite concessions for an 
isthmian canal. 

When the Republic of Panama con- 
cluded the convention with the United 
States, she was in the exercise of sov- 
ereign power. She was discharging 
fully her domestic and international 
functions, and had full capacity to en- 
ter into a valid convention with the 
United States. If the new treaty with 
the Republic of Panama is ratified by 
the Senate, the United States Wil ob- 
tain adequate concessions, rights and 
privileges for the construction and ,per- 
petual maintenance of an isthmian

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.~The civil 


war now going on in Colombia, he 
said, is but a reaction of the revolution 
which has been in progress for the past 
three years, and in support of thts 
statement, he reviewed government 
conditions in Colombia, saying that its 
rulers are men who find in warfare 
their most profitable and congenial call- 
ing. These men arg for the canal, he 
said, simply because they see a pros- 
pect of getting $10,000,000 out of it, and 
not because they care anything for the 
Unied States or welfare of their own 
country. So turbulent were the people 
that for thirty years there had not 
been two years of peace. The people 
in Colombia were worse off than were

Mr. Clark also found in the treaty 
of 1846 justification for the attitude of 
the United States, and contended that 
Colombia did not have unlimited sov- 
ereignty in the sense that England, 
Germany or France has. He insistea 
that if Colombia itself could not bulid 
the canal, it was because of the att:- 
tude of the United States toward it 
to permit this country to build it. He 
then declared that as the Republic 
is an accomplished fact, it would be 
arr act of foolishness for the United 
States to deal with it, , 

Our acts of “friendly supervieion,” 
he said, should have convinced Coi- 
ombia of the determination of the Un- 
ited States to do right under all cir- 
cumstances, and the Colombian pev- 
ple should have known they were ask- 
ing too much when they accepted our 
protection under the Monroe doctrine 
for eighty years and then demand the 
right to be treated as an equal power 
with the United States. Instead of 
maintaining a friendly attitude, Coi- 
ombia, he said, had begun a course 
of double-dealing and bad faith, even 
before the Colombian Congress had be- 
gun consideration of the Hay-Herran 
treaty, and this, he asserted, had been 
continued to the time of Panama's se- 
cession. 

He contended that the Panama au- 
‘thorities knew perfectly well that the 
revolution was imminent, and there 
was no foundation for the charge tiat 
the Panama revolt had been incited 
since the adjournment of the Colom- 
bian Congress. It was not to be de- 
nied that the United States knew 
whet was going on in Panama, and if 
it was necessary to show that the 
President was unaware of the state of 
affairs in order to establish his in- 
tegrity, that must be done at the ex- 

nse of his intelligence and even of 

is performance of official duty. Pos- 
sibly, in some matters of detail, the 
President has been rash, but with such 
matters Mr. Clark said he had nothing 
toe do: he was concerned only with the 
general principle involved, and with 
that he had no fault to find.

GOVERNMENT WILL STICK. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M:: 
- LONDON, Feb. 2.—From the best 
sources the Associated Press learns 
that the government is not likely to be 
turned out on John Morley’s amend- 
ment to the address in reply to the 
speech from the throne, which is 
against return to protective duties, but 
the general impression prevails that the 
government will not be able to keep 
its forces together to see the session 
to an end. 

The Irish party, which now almost 
holds the balance of power, held a con- 
ference during the day and decided to 
take no action until the government has 
defined its intentions toward the Catho- 
lic University and the amendment to 
the land purchase act. It is probable 
that Mr. Redmond’s adherents will ab- 
stain from voting for the present on 
any division which would endanger the 
government. Mr. Redmond will enuncl- 
ate the policy of his party tomorrow. 

Sir Robert Finlay, toward the close 
of the night session, said he intended 
to amend the law dealing with com- 
pany cases, such as those of Whitaker 
Wright. He declared that, after care- 
ful consideration of the evidence at his 
disposal in 1902, it seemed to him that 
Wright's misstatements were really in 
support of the “corner” which would 
have rehabilitated the on and 
Globe Finance C n, and were 
made with the view of benefiting, 
rather than injuring, the shareholders. 
The Attorney-General announced that 
the government would pay the costs of 
the Wright prosecution. 

Throughout this first sitting the op- 
position appeared much invigorated 
with its success in the bye-elections.

The Berwick, it should be explained, 
is a cheap hotel owned by C. W. Hess. 
His housekeeper, or landlady, is Mrs. 
A. B. Carleton, mother of Mrs. Hul- 
bert, who is her assistant. Lee has 
been rooming at the Berwick and 
was considered by many  per- 
sons in the house as Mrs. Hulbert’s 
husband, but both Lee and the wom- 
an deny the marriage relation. 

STORY OF THE TRAGEDY. \ 

The story of the tragedy and the 
events leading up to it is variously 
told by the several eye-witnesses. The 
statements of Lee, the shooter, and 
Mrs. Hulbert, the primary cause of 
the shooting, in several particu- 
lars. Mrs. Hulbert asserts, and Lee 
confirms it, that Kearney was drunk 
and boisterous in the hotel on Monday 
evening and tried to force his unwe!- 
come attentions on Mrs. Hulbert. At 
the request of the landlady Lee, acting 
as a deputy constable and protector 
of the women, threw Kearney out of 
the hotel. Kearney is alleged to have 
vowed revenge. 

Yesterday morning Kearney is al- 
leged to have returned to the Berwick, 
armed with a revolver which he flour- 
ished in the reckless manner of a maa 
under the influence of liquor. He 
threatened to kill Mrs. Hulbert and 
Phil Lee, Mrs. Hulbert alleges, but left 
without carrying out his threat. 

Later Kearney returned to the hotel 
and took a vapor bath of a woman 
who conducts a vapor bath and mas- 
Sage establishment in one of the 
rooms. The woman who gave him the 
bath stated after the shooting that she 
noticed that he had a revolver, and he 
told her he expected to meet a man 
and have trouble, and thought a bath 
would steady bis nerves. 

Immediately after leaving the bath 
room, Kearney encountered Mrs. Hul- 
bert and Lee in the hall on the second 
floor of the building, where the hotel 
office is located. A quarrel ensued. 
Lee grappled with Kearney. Mrs. Hul- 
bert and her father, A. B. Carleton, 
who had just come upon the scene, 
tried to separate the struggling men. 
Lee stepped back a pace from his an- 
tagonist, who reached for his pistol, 
and then Lee, who got the drop on the 
other fellow, shot and fell 
dead in the hallway, with a bullet in 
his breast just above the heart. 

Lee stood still, with pistol in hand, 
after the fatal shot was fired, until 
Policeman O. T. Walker, the crossing 
officer at Fourth and Spring streets, 
arrived and took him in custody. : 

“I killed him,” the prisoner said, 

he was being hustled off to the 
City Jalil, “but I did it in self-defense.” 
' SAW THE SHOOTING. 
There were at least three eye-wit- 
nesses of the tragedy besides Mrs. Hul- 
bert and her father. John F. Smith, 
who conducts a matrimonial bureau in 
room 30, on the floor above the hal!- 
way where the shooting occurred, was 


afternoon in the t of the 
funeral of beautiful little Nadene, the 
six-year-old daughter of Mr. and‘ Mrs. 
R. 8. Sumerwell. 

Standing back in the shade of fine 
old trees, and surrounded by hand- 
some shrubbery and foliage, at the 
southwest corner of Jefferson and 
Figueroa streets, is the Sumerwell 
residence. 

At the front door for the past two 
Gays has hung the streamers of broad 
white satin ribbon, that simple symbol 
of the loss of a child, the sight of 
which causes a sympathetic clutch at 
the hearts of every father and mothet 
az they think of their little ones 
still happily spared to t . 

Yesterday afternoon the pallbearers 
who were to carry to its last 
place the little form now so still, 
the singers who were to raise in vocal 
harmonies a supplication for help and 
sustaining strength for the bereaved 
friends, gathered at the Sumerwell 
residence; but their services were not 
required. 

With the belief that the vital 
spark of life yet remained in the form 
of the child, the parents refused to 
have the services proceed; and de- 
clared that they would under no cir- 
cumstances have their child laid away 
under existing conditions. 

PECULIAR CASE. 

The case was, indeed, peculiar, but 
not unknown to the medical fra- 
ternity. To the laymen, however, its 
startling phaseg were such that a 
doubt was raised as to whether life 
was extinct; and in order to allay the 
fears of the parents and relatives the 
physician who attended the child co- 


incided with them in the plans to 
postpone the funeral. 

Little Nadene was a rarely beautiful 
child with clear, bright complexion, 
and curly hair of that rich deep brown 
that clustered: about her head like a 
halo of glory. She was of the sweetest 
dispostion, and had been a benediction 
to the household for the past six 
years. 

Two years ago the little girl was 

with a severe attack of pneu- 
monia, and for a long time her life. 
was despaired of. Dr. W. L. Brown, 
the family physician, treated the 
child, and she finally recovered a fair 
degree of health. But the severe ill- 
ness had weakened the heart, and 
from this arose the rouble that finally 
ended her life. 

The little girl was taken ill last 
Wednesday, and when Dr. Brown 
was he discovered that 
poor circulation had caused clots of 
blood in the limbs. It was impossible 
to overcome the difficulty; and the 
child was in danger until Monday 
morning at 4 o'clock, when a blood 
clot passed into the heart and the end 
came. 

The disease was termed “cardiac 
phrondosis.” The body of the little 
child did not become cold, and rigor 
mortis did not set in. These were 
the facts that caused the parents to 
hope against hope that their child 
was still alive. In caressing the form 
of the little one, the almost distracted

mother thought she detected some 
heart action, the family deter- 
mined that 


proof should make them believe that 
their loved one was indeed dead. 

As the strange condition of the body 
continued, even as late as yesterday 
noon, the undertakers were not noti- 
fied, and the family attempted to 
counteract the announcement that 
had been made of the funeral in the 
daily papers by telephoning to their 
friends. 

‘Despite their attempts to ayes the 
friends of their change of plans, a 
gathering of people at the Sumerwell 
home at 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
was turned away with the startling 
information that there was a possibil- 
ity that he child was yet alive. 

The pitiful hopes of the relatives 
were blasted during the afternoon, 
however, by the appearance of mor. 
tification; and the doubly-tried par- 
ents had to submit to the inevitable. 
The undertakers were summoned, 
and the dainty little form, even - 
that time without a particle of ri 
ity in the limbs or body, was Dp 
in its casket. 

The funeral services will take 
place this morning at 10 o’clock at 
the family residence, and the re- 
mains will be placed'in a vault in 
Rosedale Cemetery. C.. 
Pierce, the pastor of the family, was 
to have conducted the services, but te 
unable to leave his home, on account 
of an attack of the grip. 

The Sumerwell family is prominent 
in the Memorial Baptist Church, and 
little Nadene was one of the favorite 
pupils in the Sunday-school. Her 
uncle, J. W. Parker, is a trustee of 
Memorial Church. The family has re 
sided in the city for the past three 
years, and Mr. Sumerwell has fmpor- 
tant real estate interests here. 


DR. BROWN’S STATEMENT. 


Har, and such conditions do not often 
occur, but they are to be found occa- 
sionally; nearly every old practitioner 
can cite some such case in his expe- 
rience,” said Dr. W. L. Brown last 
night, when questioned about the 
death of Nadene. 

“The child’s condition has been 
weak ever since her attack of pneu- 
monia, and her heart action has been 
faulty.

JACK WILLES OUT OF JAIL AND 
IN AGAIN. 

Got Hold of a Crowbar and Pried 
His Way to Liberty—Recognized 


and Nabbed by Patrol-wagon

Jack Willes, one of the shrewdest 
petty thieves who has been captured 
by the police in a long time, and who 
was serving a six month’s sentence 
for petty larceny, made his escape 


from the City Jail yesterday morning 
by breaking the bars of a window with 
a crowbar. He was hurrying out of 
the city but happened to take the 
wrong direction.

His housekeeper, or landlady, is Mrs. 
A. B. Carleton, mother of Mrs. Hul- 
bert, who is her assistant. Lee has 
been rooming at the Berwick and 
was considered by many  per- 
sons in the house as Mrs. Hulbert’s 
husband, but both Lee and the wom- 
an deny the marriage relation. 

STORY OF THE TRAGEDY. 

The story of the tragedy and the 
events leading up to it is variously 
told by the several eye-witnesses. The 
i of Lee, the shooter, and 
Mra. ulbert, the primary cause of 
the shooting, akree in several particu- 
lars. Mrs. Hulbert asserts, and Lee 
confirms it, that Kearney was drunk 
and boisterous in the hotel on Monday 
evening and tried to force his unwe!- 
come attentions on Mrs. Hulbert. At 
the request of the landlady Lee, acting 
as a deputy constable and protector 
of the women, threw Kearney out of 
the hotel. Kearney is alleged to have 
vowed revenge. 

Yesterday morning Kearney is al- 
leged to have returned to the Berwick, 
armed with a revolver which he flour- 
ished in the reckless manner of a maa 
under the influence of liquor. He 
threatened to kill Mrs. Hulbert and 
Phil Lee, Mrs. Hulbert alleges, but left 
without carrying out his threat. — 

Later Kearney returned to the hotel 
and took a vapor bath of a woman 
who conducts a vapor bath and mas- 
Sage establishment in one of the 
rooms. The woman who gave him the 
bath stated after the shooting that she 
noticed that he had a revolver, and he 
told her he expected to meet a man 
and have. trouble, and thought a bath 
would steady his nerves. 

Immediately after leaving the bath 
room, Kearney encountered Mrs. Hul- 
bert and Lee in the hall on the secon 
floor of the building, where the hotel 
office is located. A quarrel ensued. 
Lee grappled with Kearney. Mrs. Hul- 
bert and her father, A. B. Carleton, 
who had just come upon the scene, 
tried to separate the struggling men. 
Lee stepped back a pace from his an- 
tagonist, who reached for his pistol, 
and then Lee, who got the drop on the 
other fellow, shot and Kearney fell 
dead in the hallway, with a bullet in 
his breast just above the heart. 

Lee stood still, with pistol in hand, 
after the fatal shot was fired, until 
Policeman O. T. Walker, the crossing 
officer at Fourth and Spring streets, 
arrived and took him in custody. : 

“I killed him,” the prisoner said, 

as he was being hustled off to the 
City Jail, “but I did it in self-defense.” 
SAW THE SHOOTING. 

There were at least three eye-wit- 
nesses of the tragedy besides Mrs. Hul- 
bert and her father. John F. Smith, 
who conducts a matrimonial bureau in.

Standing back in the shade of fine 
old trees, and surrounded by hand- 
some shrubbery and foliage, at the 
southwest corner of Jefferson and 
Figueroa streets, is the Sumerwell 
residence. 

At the front door for the past two 
cays has hung the streamers of broad 
white satin ribbon, that simple symbol 
of the loss of a child, the sight of 
which causes a sympathetic clutch at 
the hearts of every father and mother 
little ones 
still happily spared to m. 

Yesterday afternoon the pallbearers 
who were to carry to its last 
place the little form now so still, 
the singers who were to raise in vocal 
harmonies a supplication for help and 
sustaining strength for the bereaved 
friends, gathered at the Sumerwell 
residence; but their services were not 
required. “ 

With the belief that the vital 
spark of life yet remained in the form 
of the child, the parents to 
have the services proceed; and de- 
clared that they would under no cir- 
cumstances have their child laid away 
under existing conditions. 

PECULIAR CASE. 

The case was, indeed, peculiar, but 
not unknown to the medical fra-.| 
ternity. To the laymen, however, its 
startling phaseg were such that a 
doubt was raised as to whether life 
was extinct; and in order to allay the 
fears of the parents and relatives the 
physician who attended the child co- 
incided with them in the plans to 
postpone the funeral. 

Little Nadene was a rarely beautiful 
child with clear, bright complexion, 
and curly hair of that rich deep brown 
that clustered: about her head like a 
halo of glory. She was of the sweetest 
dispostion, and had been a_ benediction 
to the household for the past six 
years. 

Two years ago the little girl was 
stricken with a severe attack of pneu 
monia, and for a long time her life 
was despaired of. Dr. W. L. Brown, 
the family physician, treated the 
child, and she finally recovered a fair 
degree of health. But the severe ill- 
ness had weakened the heart, and 
from this arose the trouble that finally 
ended her life. 

The little girl was taken ill last 
Wednesday, and when Dr. Brown 
was summoned he discovered that 
poor circulation had caused clots of 
blood in the limbs. It was impossible 
to overcome the difficulty; and the 
child was in danger until Monday 
morning at 4 o’clock, when a_ blood 
clot passed into the heart and the end 
came. 

The disease was termed “cardiac 
phrondosis.” The body of the little 
child did not become cold, and rigor 
mortis did not set in. These were 
the facts that caused the parents to 
hope against hope that their child 
was still alive. In caressing the form 
of the little one, the almost distracted 
mother thought she detected 


proof should make them believe that 
their loved one was indeed dead. 

As the strange condition of the Body 
continued, even as late as yesterday 
noon, the undertakers were not noti- 
fied, and the family attempted to 
counteract the announcement that 
had been made of the funeral in the 
daily papers by telephoning to their 
friends.

In 1888 she said 
that she had stocks and bonds in a 
safe-deposit box at the First National 
Bank of San Diego vaived at about 
$10,000, and while she was in San Fran- 
cisco her. husband took these and 
fraudulently appropriated them to his 
own use. 

While on the witness stand the plain- 
tif? stated that when she returned from 


the north she went to .he bank for 
the purpose of withdrawing some of 
her papers, and then not tusxi the 


valuable papers had’ disappeared. The 
seals had been broken and she brought 
the matter to the notice of the bank 
officials. Upon telling her husband, he 
said, according to Mrs. Robinson, that 
the bank cashier had, in his opinion, 
made away with them, but she said 
that she came to the conclusion that 
her husband knew more about the tak- 
iiig than anyone else, Later he con- 
fessed that he had used the stock and 
securities and in the following year, 
October 23, 1889, he gave her his note 
for $10,000, and right along for years 
he kept renewing this note until No- 
vember, 1901. Up to that time only $390 
had been paid on account, end that in. 
February, 1901, by her husband's credit- 
ors. 

In November, 1901, Mra. Robinsoa got 
judgment against her cx-husband tor 
the amount now claime1, but he fi'ed 
his petition in bankruptcy, “showing an 
indebtedness of $75,000, ani ir Art}, 
1991, he received his discaarge.

In the meantime Robinson married 
again and became involved in pro- 
longed litigation with one J. D. Han- 
bury. This last-named gentleman first 
lived at San Diego but made his entry 
in Los Angeles financial circles when 
he arrived from the Orient and fitted 
up a Grand-avenue mansion with great 
magnificence, and shortly afterward 
had a sale of ail the beautiful things. 
Then Hanbury and Robinson formed 
a partnership for business purposes, 
the true Inwardness of which appeared 
later when the crop of suits began to 
appear in the courts. In June, 1899, 
Robinson sued Hanbury for a disselu- 
tion of the partnership, and Helen Rob- 
inson, his one-time wife, intervened 
and produced an agreement that had 
been entered into by her and her hus- 
band. He had made over 100 shares of 
Ivanpah stock to a trustee as collateral 
security for the $10,000 note he had 
given to Mrs. Robinson, this note being 
a compromise for the entire sum of 
money he owed to her.

ROTTEN ORANGES. 


SERVICE—OFFICIAL DOINGS. 


X-INMATHS of the Whittier Re- 
form School have formed a syndi- 
cate to peddle rotten oranges on the 
streets in Los Angeles. 
They pick them off the dump heaps 
of the Whittier packing-house and 
bring them to Los Angeles by wagon, 
selling them for 5 cents a dozen. 
The matter has been called to the at- 
tention of the Fruit Inspector, who is 
after the rogues. 
While otanges in this condition ar 
not perilous to the eater, they are un- 
healthy. 3 
The trouble is that only the expert 
purchaser can tell that the oranges are 
rotten. They look right outside. To 
the average pefson they look right in- 
side. The only peculiarity is a teurlog 
down of the inner ceils. The Horticul- 
tural Commission claims that in this 
state en invisible and harmful fungus

This is the way she has it all figured 
out: Loss of profits, $500; depreciation in 
business, $1000; damaged credit, $700: 
humiliation tn mind, $600; injury to 
feelings, $5600; anxiety of mind, $600; 
damage to health, $1000; being deprived 
of medicine, $590; a bracer to restore 
herself, $25. In addition she wants 
as compensatory damages and 
$1000 exemplary damages. 
Dr. Powers says she has been threat- 
ening to bring sult for a long time, as 
this quarantine happened last Septem- 
ber. He denies that she ever was kept 
without medicine and says she could 
have had anything she wanted. 


NEW ROAD WANTED. 
SUPERVISORS PETITIONED. 

From Acton, Palmdale, Lancaster, 
Elizabeth Lake and Newhall well 
Signed petitions have been filed with 
the Supervisors, asking that some 
steps be taken to remedy the deplor- 
able state of the San Fernando grade. 
The road is the chief outlet for team 
travel from Los Angeles and the south- 
ern part of the State to a vast extent 
of territory.

VALUE OF A LIFE. 
DEATH BY ELECTRIC FLUID. 
Mrs. Minnie Bush, individually and 
also as guardian of her three children, 
filed suit some time ago against the 
Los Angeles Railway Company and the 
Pacific Electric Company to recover 
$36,000 as damages for the death of the 
husband and father. 

The action is now being tried in 
Judge York's court without a jury.

It was shown that 
through this feeding station three 
wires ran, the potential between each 
being 15,000 volts, and these wires were 
conducted along an -upper platform 
near the top of the station.

desth. He was found lying on the 
platform with his head pressed for- 
ward where he lay against the wall, 
and one of the electricians stated that 
he found upon looking for it @ smal! 
hole in the insulation, and he remedied 
the defect. 
The defendant companies contended 
that the dece&sed came to his death by 
negligence on his part, and that while 
hammering a nall he hit one of the 
wires. The case wag submitted.

RICHARDS GETS JUDGMENT.

STREET MEETINGS. 
POLICE COURT UPHELD. 


Judge Smith has held that when E. 
J. Stevens was convicted in the Police 
Court of wlolating a city ordinance 
prohibiting the obetruction of public 
streets, etc., and prohibiting public 
speaking, debates or discussions in 
public streets without a permit from 
the Board of Police Commissioners, he 
received his just deserts. 

The Stevens cage was carried up on 
appeal, and Judge Smith handed down 
an opinion yesterday in which he says 
that there is no question but that the 
people have @ right to assemble and 
discuss any and all questions, but 
where? In pointing out where he en- 
ters into a lengthy review of the au- 
thorities, starting with the self-evident 
fact that it is absurd to suppose that 
in the exercise of frte speech people 
have a right to crowd upon private 
property to the inconvenience of the 
owner; or upon a public thoroughfare 
and impede the traffic and prevent the 
public from uring the streets for their 
original and legitimate purpose. 

. The court holds that the question is 
merely one of whether the city har 
sufficient power to regulate the uses to 
which streets shall be put. That they 
are under the city’s control for all pur- 
poses for which streetse can be le- 
gitinateiy used, Judge Smith says is 
beyond controversy, and if it is matn- 
tained that the assembling of people 
for public discussion be one of t 
uses, it must be u proper and 
reasonable regulations. 

“There are times and places when 
it may be proper to hold such meetings 
on the streets,” says Judge Smith, “but 
to say that such meetings shall be left 
to the whim of every irresponsible 
mountebank that may come along ad- 
vertising quack nostrums, perhaps, is 
absurd.” 

The validity of the ordinance the 
court dees not go into, holding that 
such Inquiry was for the lower court. 
In excluding such testimony as was 
offered Judge Smith holds that the 
court did not err for the mere reason 
that it was not material; that the bur- 
den of impeaching the validity of the 
ordinance was vpon the defendant. 


For these and other reasons the 
judgement of the lower court af- 
firmed.

BEAUTIFUL TRIBUTE 18 PAIO 
WHITTIER YOUNG MAN. 


Many Mourners and Lovely Floral 
Offerings at Funeral of Henry 8S. 
_ Hough—Carnation Drilling Rig 

Six Feet High With Broken Cable. 


WHITTIER, Feb. 2.—This Afternoon 
Friends’ Church was filled with sor- 
rowing people for the funeral service 
of Harry 8.

ON “STRIKE.” 


‘Walking Delegate Calle Out 
Mort Curren’s Men. 


Iwo Respond, Sixteen Others 


\4 pply for Jobs. 


,Union Bookbinders Forced to 
; Leave the City, 


' Westerday at 6 a. m.—note the hour 
,—tust as the porter turned the key in 
ithe door of Mort Curren's barber shop, 
127 West Second street, a walking 
delegate invaded the place, snatched 
the beautifully framed “union -card” 
from the wall and bore it off in 
‘triumph! 

_ This situation at Curren’s shop is 
(the result 6f a “strike” ordered by the 
‘Barbers’ Union. Curren’s 
‘against the labor organization was 
‘that he had presumed to employ two 
non-union men. For months he has 
been harassed by meddlesome walking 
delegates, who demanded the discharge 
of the men who had refused to be 
‘branded. On two occasions Curren lost 
‘patience and threw the trouble- 
‘breeders from his premises. Then a 
jstrike was determined upon. But 

Curren had been preparing for just 
‘such an emergency. One by one his 
union men had been dropped so that 
‘yesterday when the men were called 
out there were but two unionists left 
ito make response. The other six were 
‘all independent workmen. 

_ Curren had gone further. During the 
week he had conferred with other non- 
union barbers, and yesterday when 
‘the news of the strike was posted six- 
‘teen barbers applied for the two chairs 
‘vacated by order of the laborites. 
The stand taken a few days since 
iby the proprietor of the Cooksey bar- 
}ber shop, and the successful resistance 
against the demands of the 
have encouraged other barbers 
‘to line up with him and declare their 
purpose of running their shops to suit 
themselves. Mr. Curren was the first 


’ \to follow suit, and it is his intention 


‘to take out a Citizens’ Alliance card 
today. 
CITIZENS’ ALLIANCE. 

The fact is the formation of the Citi- 
zens’ Alliance has put determination 
into the hearts of many employers who 
have heretofore been dominated by 
organized labor. The Alliance is work- 
ing so quietly that many of the oppo- 
sition have settled upon the belief that 
-the first spurt of the organization was 
its finish. But as the days go by the 
Alliance is adding to its membership, 
ts principles are being explained, and 
the organization is being so perfected 
that when trouble is precipitated by 
the unions the laborites will be met on 
their own ground and be subjected to 
a dose of their own medicine. : 

“What is the Alliance doing?” ts a 
question asked by many. The only 
answer is that the Alliance is sawing 
wood. Just what the Alliance will do 
is to be determined by the action of 
the union laborites. The membership 
roll now contains over 5000 names ani 
volunteer missionaries are still in the 


field. 
THE BOOKBINDERS. 

The manner in which unionism in- 
variably overshoots the mark is illus- 
trated in connection with the book- 
binders’ strike, ordered two weeks ago. 
‘Throughout the city the journeymen 
‘binders walked out. All but the “Out 
West” people rejected every demand 
‘made. Employers sought help from 
abroad. The response has surprised 
the most sanguine. There are now on 
‘their way to the city two men for 
every job vacated. Many were so 
eager for place they télegraphed their 
‘acceptance of offers made. The fact 
that Los Angeles stands for an “open 
shop” appeals to men in the East who 
have long been members of unions and 
have tired of the continual strife and 
‘unjust exactions. Los Angeles looks 
pretty good to them. 

On the other hand, the Los Angeles 
‘bookbinders’ union has gone into the 
‘benefit entertainment business. The 
strikers realize that there is not the 
of their ever again 
getting work in this city. The Citizens’ 
Alliance has fixed that for them. 
‘Their only hope is to be able to reach 
‘another town where the Alliance does 


not exist. To raise funds for the 


transportation of the strikers, the 
\Bookbinders’ Union gave a dance Sat- 
urday evening. It wasn't largq@ly at- 
tended. The effort will be repeated 
‘until funds sufficient to give every dis- 
placed striker a “send off” are rajsed. 


METHODIST FARES FIXED. 


LLecal Committee for General Confer- 
ence Receives Notification from 
Traffic Association.

EDWARD PARKER RECAPTURED

Favorable World's Fair Reports Re- 
ceived from Southern Califor- 
nia Counties. 


The Seuthern California St. Louis 


World's Fair Association met in the 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday. The 
following were present: C. W. Mer- 
ritt, Banta Barbara; George W. Den- 
nis, Ventura; C. M. Brown, Redlands: 
Francis Cuttle, Riverside; Frank Kim- 
ball, San Diego; C. A. Riggs, Santa 
Ana; and A. B. Cass, George H. Stew- 
art, J. R. Newberry and Robert Mc- 
Garvin of the Los Angeles County 
World's Fair Committee. 

The object of the meeting was to 
talk over plans for shipping the ex- 
hibit to St. Louis. All counties re- 
ported as being ready to begin pack- 
ing the middle of this month on the 
permanent material, to be shipped the 
first of March, The citrus fruits will 
follow the middle of April. 

San Diego will have two carloads 
of minerais ready to forward next 
week, to follow with an exhibit of rais- 
ins, grains, vegetables, statistics, etc. 
San Bernardino has already one car- 
load of minerals, to be followed with 
four carloads of oranges and fruit in 
glass. Riverside county’s special fea- 
ture will be the irrigation display, to 
be manufactured on the grounds. Also 
fruit in glass, and other exhibits. Or- 
ange county will have one carload of 
miscellaneous products, consisting of 
fruit in glass, grains, nuts, chili pep- 
pers, vegetables, etc. Santa Barbara 
county will send one carload of palms 
and exotic plants, with a fine display 
of fruit in glass, grains, and oil. Ven- 
tura county's display consists of fruit 
in glass, beans, grain, nuts and min- 
erals. 

Los Angeles county reported two car- 
loads of fruit in glass, canned goods, 
nuts, wines, vegetables and statisticai 
matter; one carload of minerals and 
one carload of installation material, 
orange trees, palms, etc. To follow all 
these will be fruits in season. 

Lewis E. Aubury, chief of the De- 
partment of Mining and Metallurgy, 
discussed the mineral situation, stating 
that the majority of the exhibit was 
stored in San Francisco and would be 
among the first of the exhibits sent 
forward.
